NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

With the Rev. B. H. Ascher a once notable figure in the community 
has passed away. The Kabbronim Rabbi of the United Synagogue, he was 
aman about whose personality there inevitably clung mournful associations. 
The greater part of his public ‘life was spent in attending funerals and houses 
of mourning ;and-it-was only exceptionally that he was to be met in more 
cheerful scenes, The lugubrious nature of his duties came in time to impart 
a superficial sadness to his character and conversation ; but it was super- 
ficial merely, Those who knew him best, because they knew. him in his 
private life, were able to discern the vein of geniality that lay in his dispo- 
sition. When he threw off his professional robes and manner it was clear 
that even for him life was by no means a vale of tears, His intellectual 
abilities marked him out for a more grateful vocation than that which fell to 
his lot. He was not only one of the most effective Shiva-preachers 
that we have had in_ this country; he ‘conld hold own 
with many of our ablest ministers in the synagogue- pulpi it. He was a 
scholar, too, and a scholar in the days when the community could boast of 
but little Hebrew learning. Forty years ago the dark days of English 
Judaism were drawing to a close, and men like Benjamin Ascher were the 
gleams of light that heralded the dawn. Scientific Hebrew scholarship, 
such as we are accustomed to nowadays, there was not, of course, at that 
time ; but the foundations of it were being laid, and he was among its 
founders, The * Book of ‘Life ” willalways be the work most closely asso- 
ciated with his memory, and a useful book it has been, written though it

The appointment of Dr, David Masson, Professor of English itera- 
ture and Rhetoric at the University of Edinburgh, as Her Majesty's His- 
toriozrapher for Scotland, calls for some record in our columns, Dr. Masson 
was for several years Professor of Enelish Language and Literature at 
l niverstity College, London, where he numbered several Jewish students 
among his pupils, who still gratefally cherish the memory of his profound 
and enthas teaching.

Last week we gaye a brief outline of the results, so far as they con- 
cerned Jewish children, of an inquiry as to the physical and mental condition 
of fifty thousand children seen in 106 schools by Dr. Francis Warner, 
These results —which were given in a paper read before the Royal Statistical 
Society last week—when examined in more detail, place in a fairly satisfactory 
position the Jewish pupils of East End Schools, as compared with all other 
school children even of a higher social grade than those who would attend 
free schools in Whitechapel. Among 2,961 Jewish children seen by Dr, 
Warner, the percentage noted for some defect from the normal was two per 
cent lower: and defective development was 7°5 percent. for the Jews against 


10.8 percent. for the unclassified. The only percentage against the Jewish 


children was for growth small.” Among the Jewish boys there 
arise of per cent. for “nerve cases,” compared 
with ordinary boys, but these cases were slightly lower among 
the girls. The numbers reported dull by the teachers of the schools 
were 3 per cent. lower for Jewish boys than with the others ; the percentages 
being equal for the girls. Cases of low nutrition were but half as common as 
among the others. To show the results at a glauce, we give the two sets

The above figures give ina scientitic form, and after careful detailed 


gation, just those results which we suppose the bulk of our readers would, 
as a rough impression, have expected. — Jewish children generally have 
less physical and mental defects. Jewish boys have keener nerves, the girls 
being more placid; both boys and girls are better nurtured, and are brighter 
than their fellow schoolchildren, even those of a higher social grade. Dr. 
Warner's paper is one of the results of the Committee on the Mental and 
Physical condition of Children appointed at the Seventh [International Con- 
gress of Hygiene and Demography, held in London in 1891, It is desired 
to greatly extend the investigations, but for this purpose more funds must 
be available, and it is hoped that if the expenses can be covered, a report 
embracing the results of an enquiry among 100,000 children may be issued 
in July 1894, when the Congress will reassemble,

HELP FOR EMIGRATION. 


Sir,—In your issue of the 24th. Mr. Herbert Day, in his appeal on behalf of 
his two cases, refers to the action of the Emigration Committee of the Board 
of Guardians as more or less arbitrary in the sums they ask intending emigrants 
to contribute without even ascertaining whether it can be provided or not. 
Such a hard and fast line as this if unchallenged would create an erroneous 
impression in the minds of the community, and do a great injustice to the 
Committee, as the following brief facts in regard to the cases in question will 
show. The Committee certainly act on the principle of helping those who can 
help themselves, and in all charities of this kind there must be a little discrim!- 
tion used, for I need not say that its means are not unlimited; it therefore 
behoves the Committee to deal with each case on its merits. But to the points 
in question; case No. 1 is a man, wife and child; the man is ailing and advised to 
go to the Cape; the cost is about £28, towards which the Committee have 
undertaken to provide £18, quite an ususual amount, as under ordinary circum- 
stances the emigrant would have to contribute a minimum of £14. I may also 
mention that. this case was most liberally treated during the year 1832 bv 
the Relief Committee The second case is a man (a pedlar) with wife, child 
and sister-in-law, residing in England eleven months. The Committee are 
willing to contribute £17, provided his friends find the balance, namely £25, 
‘This case has been treated exceptionally in consequence of the man having 
received £20 from his friends in the Colonies, which was the only inducement 
for the Committee to act at all, as it is hardly to be expected the Board should 


contribute so large an amount under ordinary circumstances to a man not . 


twelve months in this country. As the applicant has been able to maintain 
himself hitherto, we advised him to place his £20 in the Savings Bank, and write 
to his relations to assist him with the balance. I may remark he is a young, 
strong able-bodied man, and have no reason to believe that he “ must finaliy 
continue to sink still lower into East End misery.” 

In conclusion, allow me to add that the Committee strictly enquires into 
the merit of each case, and whether the applicant is a fit subject for emigration, 
as it would be a great error on their part if they were Jed by false sentimentality 
or a want of discrimination in assisting in sending to the Colonies those whom 
they would not reasonably hope to be able to earn a livelihood in the land of 
their adoption,

THE SPIRITUAL NEEDS OF EAST LONDON. 


Sir,—The deliberations of a number of visitors at hospitals, infirmaries, 
asylums and prisons are not calculated to be of much interest to the general 
pubhe. Buta good chairman is able to transform and give colour to the 
dreariest and most unattractive of mcetings. It is certainly mainly due to the 
urbanity of its chairman that the annual conference of the Visitation Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue is raised from the level of a mere informal 
chat, to that of a meeting of general interest. | 

Mr. Louis Davidson rules no speaker out of order although his remarks may 
not be strictly relevant to the work, which the committee is charged to. carry 
out. Hence it comes to pass that the annual conference not only affords an 
opportunity to the visitors for an interchange of views and experiences which 
is, of course, the primiry purpose of the githering, but, as your columns have 
frequently testified, it has been the means of bringing some questions of real 
importance before the general body of the community. This vear reference 
was made by several speakers to two matters of more than pissing interest, viz., 
the policy of the community with regard to deserted children, and its duty 
to increise the number of ministers working in the Eist End. Upon the 
former question a variety of views will doubtless prevail, but the latter is one 
with regard to which I do not think there can po:sibly be two opinions. The 
Rev. S. Singer, in appealing to the United Synagogue to increase the number 
of Jewish Ministers in the East End, in which appeal I heartily joined, 
admitted that considering how few ministers there were in that district the 
work was magnificently done. Asan East End minister I thank Mr. Singer for 
the compliment, although I must confess that my eyes are not dazzled by even 
the comparative magnificence of the work which seems to have impressed him 
so much, No doubt distance lend: enchantment to the view, or perhaps I am at 
a disadvantage in being in too close contact with the picture, and am thus 
unable to appreciate its grandeur. Be thisasit may, it seems to me thatif it 
be agreed, for this occasion at least, to put compliments aside and to have 
regird only to facts, the prospect is not s9 edifying as Mr. Singer’s optimistic 
remarks would lead the community to think. | | 

It is computed that the Jewish population of this country has doubled 
itself during the past twelve years, and it must be borne .n mind that this 


large increase of population has ‘not been spread over the whole country, but. 


has been mainly confined to the East End of London. What has been done 
by the community to provide for the spiritual wants of this vastly increased 
number of Jews and Jewesses? Absolutely nothing. Not only has not one 
additional minister been appointed, but no attempt bas been made to keep up 
the East End ministry to its normal strength. I have it on reliable authority 
that the Rev. M. Keizer, whose retirement through illness took place some 
years before I entered upon my ministry, devoted a large amount of time to 
work among the poor, in addition to performing arduous  winisterial 
and secretarial duties at the Great Synagogue. Who took over. Mr: Keizer’s 
extra-synagogal work when that gentleman retired? The Rev. I. Cohen, of the 
New Synagogue, I know from experience, also did considerable parish work in 
the past... OfJate however, Mr. Cohen's ‘health has been sadly ‘impuired, 
and he bas not been able to take so active a part in ministerial work as he did 
in his earlier years. What provision has been made to compensate for the loss 
East End Jewry has sustained by reason of Mr. Coben's enfeebled health ? And 
now the time is probably fast approaching when another veteran minister (whose 
synagogue after lingering through many years of decrepitude, has at last given 
up the ghost, but is patiently awaiting its resurrection) will no longer figure on 
the active list. And still there are no signs of any steps being taken to repair 
the breaches that the relentless hand of time has made in the ranks of our East 
End ministry. In this matter, the synagogue would do well to learn a lesson 
from the church. In the church, no rector or vicar is expected to work a large 
East End parish without the assistance of a number of curates, and we are con- 
tinually reading in the newspapers of the sub-division of large areas into two 
independent parishes, of the erection of chapels of ease with their full compte- 


ment of clergy and of other ecclesiastical announcements from which we can 


see that the charch is keenly glive to the spiritual needs of the people, ani! makes 
every effort to respond tothem. The Bishop of Bedford s East London Church 
Fund at present supports, wholly or in part, 157 Clergy and 138 Lay TIle!pers, 
men and women, for every kind of church, work ata cost of nearly £20,000 per 
annum, And stilithere is no relaxation ot effort. 

Only the other day a crowded meeting was held at the Mansion louse 
under the presidency of the Archbishop of York in support of the several 
funds under the ccntrol of the Bishops of London, Rochester and 5t. Albans, 
Which are devot:d to the purposes of Church extension work within the 


preside. 


metropolitan area. I commend the report of this meeting (see daily papers of 
February 18th) to our communal leaders, and after vending I would tek thoes 
to turn toour own Clergy List (see Vallentine’s Almanac) and they will doubtless 
te struck with the magnificent array of ministers allocated to the district 
which Mr, Singer happily descri as the centre of gravity of the com- 


munity. I just remember enough of my Natural Philosopby to know that 
the term “centre of gravity is used to express, that one 


yo1nt 
at which the whole weight of a body may be supposed to act. The sailed 
had better see that its centre of gravity is well supported, that the spiritual 
needs of East London are no longer neglected, or some critic without our ec imp 
may take up the penagainst us, and depend upon it we shall fall with a loud crash 
from the lofty pedestal upon which we are accustomed to picture ourse!ves, 
But it is as well sometimes to see ourselves as others see us. Only a 
month ago the Rev. Prebendary How, the Vicar of Bromley and Rural 
Dean of Stepney. whose untimely death a week since has cast quite a gloom over 
this district, observed to me at a meeting of the Eurly Closing Association, 
that he could not understand how it was that I should be the only Rabbi of the 
many there must be working in East End Jewry who had rendered any assistinee 
to a movement that had enlisted the sympathies of the combined body of the 
East London clergy. I told Mr. How that the East End Rabbis were very busy 
men, and that [ had been deputed to represent the whole Sanhedrin on his Com- 
mittee. This letter is already longer than Lintended it, but I must ask your per- 
mission to say a few words with regard to the synagogues in East London before 
I conclude. To my mind here is ample synagogne accommodation for all who 
desire to take part in public worship on. all days of the year, except 
the New Year and the Day of Atonement. But it can scarcely be claimed that our 
synagogues are such ceutres of spiritual activity as are the chapels and churches 
of our neighbours, The number of English Jews and Jewesses of the working 
class who attend the Sabbath morning services is lamentably small consi leriny 
their number, while the poor who form so larga a proportion of Christian cou- 
gyregations Are conspicuous by their absence. Nothing is boing dene to remedy 
this spiritual destitution which must inevitably lead to rebygious indifference 
and intidelity. The services continue to be held at an hour which makes the 
attendance of the masses practically impossible, and when an attempt is 
made on hires sanctioned by Ecclesiastical Authority to attract larger con- 
gregations, a hue and ery 1s raised by those who. are more royal than the king, 
that a dangerous reform is about to beintroduced. A cursory glance at the 
list of applicants for the bequests distributed by the Bequests and Trusts 
Committee of the United Synagogue will show that a considerable number of 


our English poor are Jiving in this neighbourhood, the growth of the Stepoey 
Jewish Schools points to the sime fact, ard yet their presence Is not to be 
noted at our Sabbath morning servica. The truth is thit to many the word 
Schule is only suggestive of a depot for coals, blankets, Peon / money. and 
Matzix; all thought of God, Judaism and worship is entirely strange to them, 
The question is, are we to suffer this materialism whic is fast eating into the 
very lite of our poor and working classes to go unchecked, or are we to bestirc 
ourselves and show to the world that we are alive to the spiritual nee 
those who must ever represent the true eriterion of our religious life ¢

On Wednesday the party were received by Baron de Hirsch at his residence, 
Bath He use, Piccadilly. With the Baron were the Chef Rabbi, Mr. H. G. 
Lousada, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, Mr. Arnold White, Dr. Sonnenfeld (the Baron's 
representative in Paris), Mr. Feinberg, and Mr. Rappoport. The interview 
lasted upwards of two hours, during the greater part of which Biron de Llirseh 
went most minutely with his protegés into details connected with their future 
alvising them on every point in order that they might avoid the mistakes that 
had occurred in the past.

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OBITUARY. | 


We much regret to announce the ge of the Rev. B. H. Ascher, who died 
early on Friday morning last in his 82nd year. 

"esjamin. Henry Ascher was born in 1812, at Pizern, in the Grand Duchy 
of Posen. His father was Moses Ascher, a-corn-merchant, called locally “ the 
Nobleman.” Benjamin and his half-brother, Simeon Ascher (the famous chazan 
of the Great Synagogue) were the only sons, out of a very numerous family, 
who devoted themselves to theology. Benjamin Ascher was a student froin 
boyhood. In his youth he studied under the Rabbi of his native town and at a 
later period he received instraction in Talmudical subjects and Jewish literature 
from several eminent Rabbis ; and from no less than three of them he received 
a Rabbinical Diploma. But he by no means confined his studies to Hebrew 
Mterature. He thoroughly mastered German and found great pleasure in 
studying European literature, especially delighting in Lessing and Mendelssohn. 
He was, in fact, an omnivorous reader and had a remarkable memory. Nothing, 
perhaps, gave lin greater satisfaction than “capping” a Talmudical quotation, 
and often those who knew his accuracy in this respect would test-it, more for 
the pleasure of finding their confidence ia lis memory justified than to have the 


quotation verified and ympleted. 


Mr, B. fl. Ascher arrived in England in 1840, a few years after his brother, 
Simeon, h id achieved almost an European reputation as the chazan of the London 
Great Shool. Benjamin Ascher found himself in congenial society in London and 
sjon made friends of the few men—such as Michael Josephs, Louis Cohen and 
Barnard Van Oven—who could appreciate his scholarship. He rapidly .made 
himeelf familiar with English and taught in several of the leading families but 
there was then no communal oflice vacant which could be offered to him except 
the somewhat Jugubrious position of Aulhrowia Rabli of the Great 
Synagogue to which he was elected in 1843, succession to Rabbi 
Shelomo,” the father-in-liw of his colleague, Mr. I. M. Myers, then 
filling a similar post at the Hambro Synagogue. 
almost obsolete in these days, but fifty years ago its duties consisted of far more 
than reading the Burial Service. A AKahbronim Rabbe was required to visit the 
sick and dying, to “learn” at houses of mourning, to deliver sympathetic 
addresses during S//ra, to be weil acquainted with the dv connected with the 
Jewish burial rites, &e. In fact, these S//ra discourses were the real beginningst 
of sermons in the vernacular in the Synagogue. He was one of the euarlies 
preachers in) London, and several ot his discourses have been pub- 
lished. The+ characteristic feature of his sermons was their emotional style. 
When the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Rehgious Knowledge was 
founted he jomed the band of Preachers and Expositors, and served on its 
Comittee from its establishment. At a later date he became a member of the 
Comunttee of the Soctety of Hebrew Literature. He attended the Dalston Syna- 
gorae, and frequently preached on Festivals and special occasions in the temporary 
jron structure ia Mildmiy Park, which preceded the present building in Poet’s Road. 
Mr. Ascher was a member of the Committees of the Soup Kitchen, and belped in 
otier charitable work, particulirly in ratsing funds forthe maintenance of the 
Jewish Wards of the Metropolitan Hospital. At the Festival Dinner of the 
Hospital his nam? was frequently coupled with the toast of * The Clergy.” 

Mr. Ascher's anxiety to employ in scholarly work the spare momeats 


not actually spent in the performance of his official duties found appro- 


priate vent in preparing an edition of the Sepher Hachayim —“ The Book 
of Life’—published in Hebrew and English in 1847. This well-known 
book reiched fifth edition in But) the. work) which, perhaps, 
does more justice to his undonbted erudition is his edition of 0939355 393% 
“Choice of Pea ls” with an English translition and notes. He also published, as 
long back as 1X50 a small Catechism, entided “ Initiation of Youth.” In passing 
we may mention that on the title-page of the Book it is recommended as “adapted 
for the period of Confirmation” (a word now taboo). Another littl book was 
the “ Dedication of the House” giving the Service for that occasion, 

Harking back to Mr. Ascher’s early life. wemust not omit to mention that he 
was on terms of intimacy with and eagerly showed much friendly attention to 
Jewish scholars who visited London, such as Leopold Dukes, kdelmann, Briian, G. 
S:lomon and others. | 

In 1803 he ceceived a tempting offer to become Minister, or rather Rabbi, in 
Australia and was actually elected; but atthe last moment he dec ined ty leave 
England, He was the earliest Jewish minister regularly engaged in visiting the 
prisons and asylums, and he threw much real interest into the work of visitation, 
which was by no means carried out by him ina perfunctory manner. Governors 
and warders of prisong, as wellas the medical staff at the asylums. learnt. to 
appreciate the value of his ministrations and greatly respected him. In fact, two 
prison wardens in uniform were among the non-Jewish followers to his grave. 
He visited Pentonville prison but little more than a fortnight ago. During the 
many yoirs of visitation work he was enabled to obtain several relaxations to 
eaableJewish prisoners to observe their religion. As far back as 40 years agohe 
communicated on the subject with Sir George Grey. Mainly through his efforts 
Jewish prisoners were allowed to abstain from labour on Saturday ; and he also 
took much ‘personal trouble in providing them with Kosher food during 
Passover. 

In 1884 he resigned tho office. of Kabbronim 
United Synagogue, and as practical marks of appreciation he was 
granted by the Council a pension of his, full salary, and.a..testimonial—was 
presented to him, consisting of the title deeds of a house in Highbury, which he 
vacated but last month, and remo¥ed to 71. Sutherland Avenue where he died 
from pneumonia, | 

In 1846, Mr. Ascher married Hannah, daughter of the late Dr. Messeena, a 
member of the Lopez-Pereira family, who, with two daughters, survives him : 
an only son, ten years ago. 

The funeral was on Sunday at the Willesden Ceme 
read by the Rev. J. Lesser, of the Dalston Synagogue, at 
Mr. Ascher, prior to his removal to Sutherland Avenue. h 
shipper.

In addition to this, he visited the prisons and hospitals 
at a time when the congregations were yet unorganised, and bore almost alone the 
burden of this work. | 

The memory of such a man will linger for long years to come, and may his 
example lead others to fullow in his footsteps. - 


Sin —I should be wanting in respect to the memory of one of the most 
zealous workers our community has ever known, were I not to pay a tribute to 
the great services rendered by the late Reverend B. H. Ascher during his long 
and active career. As Chairman of the Visitation Committee of the United 
Synagogue, I was brought into constant communication with him, and it wag 
always a source of wonder and admiration to me, how, despite his increasing 
years and infirmities, he was able to devote so much time to the visitation work’ 
which to him was a labour of love. Coming into contact, as he did, with prisoners 
sentenced for the most part to short terms, he was able to give them words of 
advice, which, in very many cases, must have proved invaluable to them upon 
their release. His anxiety to relieve the pressing wants of these unfortunate 


people, was too often tempered by the knowledge he had of the precarious state 


of the funds at my dispogal, and he was always most particular to limit his 
demands to the very smallest possible amounts. With him has gone almost the 
last of a type of communal workers we can never replace ; the utmost we can 
hope for is, that those young and active ministers, who are rendering such aid to 
the Visitation Committee, will be strengthened in their good work by the example 
of one of the most single-minded and unselfish men it has ever been my privilege 
to know.

On Wednesday, at the Church House, Westminster, before the Church

THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS AND THE 
RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 


RESIGNATION OF MR. LIONEL L.. ALEXANDER, 


A meeting of tte Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday at the 
offices, 13, Devohshire Square. There were present: Mr. B. L. Couey, M,P, 
resident, in the chair; Messrs. L. L. Alexander, David Benjamin, I. M. 
Boekbinder, Lewis Emanuel, Arthur E. Franklin, L. A. Isaacs, L. Jacob, A. L. 
Lazarus. F. A. Lucas, F. D. Mocatta, A. Rosenfeld, Harry Sylvester Samuel, 
Stuart M. Samuel and I. Seligman. 

On the motion of Mr, F. A. Lucas, seconded by Mr. F. D. Mocatra,a vote 
of condolence was passed to the President on the recent death of his brother, 
Mr. Henry L. Cohen. | 

The Treasurers’ statement of Income and Expenditure for 1892, and the 

reports of the sub-Committees of the Board were adopted for incorporation in 
the Annual Report of the Board, which was also adopted and ordered to be 
circulated among the subscribers and donors, | 

The meeting decided upon a “ House List” for the election of sixteen 
members of the Board to serve fromthe Ist April next, and fixed Sunday, 20th 
March, as the date of the Annual Meeting. 

| THE RELATIONS WITH THE RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 

At this stage of the proceedings, Sir Junttan Birt., 
Chairman of the Russo-Jewish Committee, who had been attending a meeting 
of the Conjoint Committee in another part of the building, entered the room 
in order to be able, at hisown wish, to discuss with’ the meeting the question 
of the relations of his Committee with the Board. 

Tie PRESIDENT said, that before calling on Sir Julian Goldsmid, it would 
be desirable to make the Board acquainted with the present state of affairs, A 
meeting of representatives of the Conjoint Committee washeld at the Central 
Synagogue Chambers, at which a letter was read from Sir Julian Goldsmid, 
suggesting that if he (Mr. Cohen) would nominate two members of the 
Board to meet two members of the other body, it might be pos- 
sible to ascertain whether an arrangement could be arrived at whereby 


the relations of the two bodies could be perpetuated. Sir Julian 
Goldsmid had been most indefatigable and zealous in endeavouring 


to bring about such an agreement, but aithough several m:etings were held no 
absolute plan had as yet been devised which the representatives of the Board 
could recommend for adoption. Oa the last occasion S'r Julian Gol Ismid 
submitted a plan whereby he songht to overcome objactions urged at the 
previous conference, by the Board’s representatives. He (Mr. Cohen) at once 
saw in that plan a system which although it dtd not give the Board all that 
it wanted, nor remove all its objections to the “ new departare of the Russ>- 
Jewish Committee. vet did not contain anything fatal tothe Board’s interests, 
so that, speaking for the Treasurer and himself, he at onea expressed to Sir 


Julian his willingness to recommend it to the Bouird for adeption tentatively. 


Montagu, those gentlemen declared that it constituted a surrender on the part 
of the Russo-Jewish Committee. and they accordingly objected to it. with 
the result that it was withdrawn by Sir Julian Goldsmid., 

Sir JULIAN GotpsMip, Bart, M.P., said that he had endeavoured to arrange 
matters so thatan attempt might be made for a few months to satisfy the more 
moderate views prevailing in the Russo-Jewish Committee. He had prepired 
a scheme of eight@hauses, a copy of which he had forwerded to’Mr. Cohen: and 
he was glad to say that the objections to the scheme had been gradually reduced 
to one point. The clauses were to the following effect :— | 

1, That one or more officers might be engiged by the Board of Guardians 
for the s@rvice of the Conjoint Committee. who should be under the erders of 
Mr. Stephany, as though they were officers of the Board. 

2, That the Conjoint Committee shou!d in ell cases decide on the aid to be 
given, and the mode of ifs application. 

3. Casesapplying t>the officers of the Conjoint Committce should be reported 
upon as soon as possible. | | 

4, If the Conjoint Committee desire a report froma visitor in any case, 
it should he sent to the Bureau as soon as possible. 7 | 

5, Visitors reporting on any case should be summoned to attend the meeting 
of the Conjoint Committee, at which the case was to be adjudicated. | 

G. If any case applied to the Bureau Committee, it should have the right 
to send a visitor to inquire into such case before sendirg a report to the Con- 
joint Committee, so that the report of the visitor might be sent at the same 
time. Where practicable, if the case were a new one,an officer of the Conjoint 
Committee should be sent also to make a report. | 

7. No pecuniary or other relief should be given by visitors or the Bureau. 
unless specially requested by the Conjoint Committee, | | 

8. Separate ascounts and books to be kept by the Board of all expenditure 
incurred on behalf of the Conjoint Committee. 
| It was on Clause 6 only, continued Sir Julian Goldsmid, that any difference 
remained, Mr. Lionel Alexander had said that no visitor of the Bureau should 
report on a case, but thatit should ba sent at once to the Conjoint Committee, 
and only when that Committee required a visit should a visitor be allowed to 
go iutothe case. But if all he or she had to do was to visit no harm could be 
done, and if the visitor’s report was worth anything, it would facilitate the case 
being dealt with. He had suggested to Mr. Cohen that the point at issue was 
not one on which two great public bodies should split.—(Chear, hear.) For argu- 
ment sake let them agree that the Board was right and the Russo-Jewish 
Committee wrong, and that his proposals were not reasonable. But for the 
sake of peace in the community, and to oblige him personally, he begged the 
Board to give his plan a trial for two months, and he would promise that if 
it did not answer he would re-open the question with Mr. Stephany and the 
President and Hon. Secretary in order to see whether the scheme could not be 
improved, .The result of a non-agreement between the two bodies might be the 
setting up of a relief dispensing Committee, which might do harm to the poor 
by sending them from pillar to post, where as the arrangements proposed would 
facilitate the early treatment of theircases, _ 

Replying to some questions, Sir JcLiaN Goup Mtb said that generally he 
agreed with Mr. Alexander that when a case was dealt with, the appheant 
should be present at the Conjoint Committee, but he thought that Committee 
should meet oftener. He also was not tn favour of searching out cases, 
though there were many cases to which the Bureau Committee might be 
useful. | 

The PRESIDENT stated that in the working of the new organisation it had 
departed from the original intention. The Bureau. had investigated into and 
collected Russian cases. and al! that the Board had done was to give office room 
to the Conjoint Committee and to the Visitors. 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra expressed his strong disapproval of the new organi-

sation. If, he said, the Russo-Jewish Committee had deemed the investigating, 


power of the Visiting Committee of the Board insufficient for the emergency, 
it should have suggested additions to that Committee instead of creating a new 
body altogether. This new thing was horribly bad and he believed it would 
die i its own impracticability. Sir Julian Goldsmid had a difficult Committee 
to manage and he had dene all in his power to bring about an agreement. If 
he had not succeeded, it was not his fault but the impracticability of the people 
with whom he had to deal. The Board should know who the Bureau workers 
were and should, therefore, be supplied with 3 list,—{Sir ; 


It shall be done.!—Being fond of peace and harmony, he would not oppose 
giving Sir Julian's vlan a trial, but he certiinly would not propose it. 

Mr. Stuart M. Samven sani it wasan open secret that a great deal of 
personal feeling had been imported into the question, but of this the Board 
could rot take note. What they had before them was either to worl amicably 
with what had been established or in antagonism to it. He thought the 
Board would act gracefully in acceding to Sir Julian Goldmid’s appeal; and he 
moved, therefore, that the request of Sir Julian Goldmid to continue for a 
further period of two months the work on lines lrid down in his memoraqdam 
be acceded to. | 

Mr. L. SELIGMAN seconded the motion. 

Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER said that everything of which he had warned the 
Board in his letter of December, as the result of the new departure, had hap- 
pened, IHfecould prove amply that arrangements were to be made fora larger 
settlement of Russian Jcows in London, that cases were being sought out, and 
that sifting and parcelling out of cases was being berfornied by the Bureau. 
He eirnestly appealed to the Board to adhere to its principles. 

Messrs. D. Benjamin, A. Franklin, L. Emanuel and Harry Samuel 
supported the proposal, 

Sir Juhhan Goldsmid then withdrew. 

The Prestpenx?’ said he believed that honorary visiting was a craze, and 
that the reports of the vi itors wou'd not bear the crucial test applied to them 
hy the experienced officers of the Board. If the Board had acted wrongly, the 
Russce-Jewish Committee should have pointed out the direction in which 
improvement was necessary; instead of that it had created a new orzanisation 
of which the Board knew nothing. The Russo-Jewish Committee re yuired the 
assistance of the Board, but did not do it the honour of consulting it, and the 
Irregular manner in-which the Committee had acted had been most embiraseing 
and unfair to the Board. He had bee much impressed with what Sir Julian 
Goldsmid had sad about the dangers of a spit; he felt he could not resist the 
appeal on the understanding that after the two months suzgested by Sir Julian, 
the Board would not be instrumental in carrying out what it condemned. The 
last question he would ask the Russco-Jewish Committee would be to tell the 
Board for what purpose there nad been dupheation of machinery, which would 
be attended by results thwarting the arrangements,and obstructing the proesdure 
of the Board in every possible wav. He might sum up the discussion ina few 
words : Sentiment was on the side of Sir Julian Goldsmuid, reason and argument 
onthe side of Mr, Alexander.

wise counsels. prevail, the religious difficulty, which . everyone 


thought was effectually laid twenty-two years ago, is likely to rise again 
and, after dividing the London School Board against itself, to stir up slum- 
bering animosities among the public. After long-continued acquiescence 
in the existing arrangements for teaching religion in the schools belonging 
to the Board, certain of its members, led by Mr. Arnenstay Rivey, have 
suddenly shown symptoms of discontent. The Board's regulations 
provide that the Bible shall be read in its schools, and that in addition 
“there shall be given such explanations and such instruction therefrom in 
the principles of morality and religion as are suited to the capacities of 
children.” This rule is vague, but therein lies its charm. Anything more 
definite would have raised a storm of protest from that large section of 
the public which denies that dogmatic teaching may justly be paid for out of 


the rates, The rale was the result of a compromise, and hitherto it has

worked well. Undeterred, however, by the proverbial warning as to the 
wisdom of letting slumbering dogs lie, Mr. Ritey and his friends have 
thought this an opportune moment for putting an end to the wholesome 
vagueness of the existing arrangements, and for eliciting a distinct expression 
of religious policy from the School Board.

This ill-conceived resolution has been referred for consideration to a Com- 
mittee of the Board, and what its fate may be no man ean predict, But it 
requires no gift of prophecy to forsee that should it be adopted, the tlood- 
gates of the religious strife of twenty years ago will be opened once again. 
Even the defeat of the resolution may not avail to stave off that 
catastrophe, Mr. Ritey confessedly aims at securing a declaration of the 
Board's religious faith, and it is not impossible that should that pronouncement 
not please him he will do his best to get it altered by agitation outside. Te 
wants the Board Schools to be Christian Schools, and if the Board says ne, 
he may, perhaps, appeal to Cassar, and ask the public to say ves. The

Jewish Schools, was held on Sunday in the girls’ schoo], which was draped with 
many emblems of mourning, The service was attended by several relatives, 
including Mr, Woolf Salticl, brother, and Mrs. Heron and Mrs, Phineas Myers, 
sisters of the deceased, with their husbands, and the Rev. Professor Marks, her 
uncle.

My dear, dear children, past and present pupils of the school. This is the 
day that had been appointed as the festival of our school year, the day to 
which you always look forward so eagerly, when you would have received the 
rewards of your good conduct and diligence at the hands of a gracious lady, 
when you would have joined in the merry song, and smiled at, or even laughed 
over some happy Jest or pleasant allusion made by some of the speakers. “But 
instead of all this Joy and merriment. we meet here with hushed voices and 
tearful faces. How can we be glad and merry when our hearts are still bleed- 
ing with the wound intlieted by the ioss of her who was the head and heart of 
her school, so deeply beloved—may I not say, idolized—by her pupils? What 
a hollow mockery of guety would a public distribution of prizes, with singing 
and recitations, have been this day ? Verily, we may exclaim with bereaved 
dob, * My harp is turned into mourring, and my mirth into the voice of them 
that weep. 

As soon as I heard of the calamity that had befallen us, I determined to 
hold a solemn service in memory of our Head Mistress within the walls of 
her own sanctuary,—within this school, in the welfare of which she is spent 
herself, in the midst of her pupils, to whom she devoted the fulness of her 
intelleet, on whom she lavished her golden affection. I was anxious—and I 
need hardly say how fully our Committees shared this anxietv—I was anxious 
to testify to the regard and admiration we all entertained for: the character 
of Mary Hannah Saltie® But T was also desirous of evincing the profound 
appreciation which I entertain for ‘the importance, ave, the sanctity of the 
functions of a teacher. 


Can there be a vocation higher than that wherein we easay to tread in the 
footsteps of the Almighty, who “teacheth the Law to Hs people Israel” ? 
It is related in the ‘Taimud that a drought once prevailed in Babylonia, A 
public fast day was appcinted, and several pious men offered up supplication, but 
the heavens were as iron, And nowa humble worshipper took his stand before 
the Ark and folded his hands in prayer; at once the clouds gathered and the 
rain began to descend. In wonder the people turned to him and asked. What 
are thy saving works? Modestly he replied—I am a teacher of little ehildran But 
alas, we all know that there are instructors who have a pitifully low estimate 
of their calling, whose sole aim it seems to be to obtiin the largest number "of 
passes and to earn the largest possible grant from the Education Department 
and who flatter themselves that they have risen to the full height of their great 
argument, that they have achieved absolute marvels when this result hag been 
attained, And yet what solid benefit have teachers such as these conferred on 
their charges? They may have suceeeded-in making their pupils clever sharp 
quick and showy, so that they go forth shrewd and pushing claimants of the 
world’s prizes. But nothing has been done to make them trulv good men and 
women, anxious to love and fear their God and to serve their neighbours 

eachers who have fully grasped the character of their mission will seek to 

develop in each little one committed to their keeping the true humanity in its 
true proportion, Cheir hearts full of a real, living symp ithy with their charge 
they will feel asa father or mother,a brother or sister. to every soul before 
them. Theirs will be no formal, no routine service. "Their very life will be

And this wag 
the secret of our Head Mistress’s success, She was indeed a living sermon of 
the truths she taught. How could her pupils fail to be impressed when they 
saw revealed before them the very soul of their Mistress in that earnest pure and 
truthful. that almost saint-like life? What more scathing rebuke of their 
irregularity. could be offered than the fact that, be the weather fair or 
foul—and alas! how little do we know of fair weather in this climate? 
—be her heaith good or bad, Miss Saltiel was always the first 
to arrive, the last to quit? How could a child persist in being naughty, when 
it made the beloved teacher so sad, the teacher wao possessed such iniinite 
patience who never scolded, but whom evil behaviour pained so poignantly ? 

And there is another reason why she succeeded in so powerfully influencing 
her pupils. Because, not content with gaining the affection of the little ones she 
also strove to win the confidence and love of their pirents. When a child was 
absent from school, she did not think that her duty was ended by so marking 
the child in the Register. She went to its home and anxiously enquired into 
the cause of the truancy. She had no difficulty in gaining the sympathetic ear 
of parents, for never was more devoted daughter than she _ herself, 
Every moment, every thought that was not c'aimed by her school was 
given to her home. With what depth of devotion did she not tend her invalid 
mother ? Wasthe two-fold strain too severe for her delicate organism ? Who 
can tell? Shall weask, Howand why it was that such a beautiful life should be 
so prematurely terminated. Let us rather siy with the resigned Psalmist: 
“ Lord, mine heart is not haughty, nor mine eyes lofty ; neither slo I exercise 
myself in great mitters, or in things too high:for me. Sarely I have behaved 
and quicted myself asa child is weanel of his mother; my soul 1s even asa 
weaned child.”

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


M. Zadoe Kahn, the Grand Rabbin of France, has paid his old Alsatian 
fellow-student, M. Isidore Loeb, the tribute of a loving eulogy in the some- 
what overdue pages of the Rerue des Etudes Juires, But though the Rabbi 
writes affectionately of his late friend, his estimate of his services to Jewish 
literature and communal life is sober and judicious, Yet, few men won such 
world-wide esteem as did M. Loeb, and M. Zadoc Kahn might well have yielded 
to the temptation to exaggerate. That he has not done so and yet is able to 
record so flattering a verdict on M. Loeb’s success as a social and literary 
worker says more for the hero of the sketch than would the wildest encomiums, 
M. Zadoc Kahn’s obituary memoir will, one may hope, stand as a model for 
future imitation, The photograph, by-the-bye, which confronts the reader of 
M. Zadoc Kahn's memoir is far from successful, It is in fact almost 
unrecognisable, and should have been suppressed. 

Appropriately enough, one of M. Loeb’s most fascinating and suggestive 
contributions to Biblical literature has been published almost contempora- 
neously with the appearance of M, Zadoc Kahn's appreciation of the author. 
This book is entitled “* La Littcrature des Pauvres dans la Bible.’ M. Loeb 
wrote a series of essays on this subject in the French Review and these are 
now republished in a portly volume. The main idea of the book is the 
suggestion, based on a theory of Graetz, that the Psalms and _ post-exilic 
literature generally owe much of, their specific character to the “ pauvres”’ 
or Anavim, a sort of Jewish Puritans who, however, while distinguished 
by the religious austerity of their English imitators were not disfigured by 
their aesthetic austerity. ‘hey were poets, which the Finglish Puritans 
were not. This is the striking difference between the old Hebrew and 
the sixteenth century English Puritans and has often been explained, 
never quite satisfactorily. M. Loeb’s treatment of the “Poor” in 
this| volume is perhaps wanting in scientific precision, but it is a very real 
contribution to the controversy as to the origin and cate of the Psalter, Mr. 
Joseph Jacobs is engaged on an essay on the subject in which M, Loeb’s views 
will be critically considered. 


Dr. Max Griiubaum’s “Neue Beitriige zur Semitischen Sagenkunde 
(Leiden, EK. J. Brull, 1803), is a pleasing though rather straggling and fragmen- 


tary addition to the subject of Jewish legends concerning Bible personages. 


The author, who was previously known by his investigations in the still 
neglected field of Jewish jargoa literature (Jiidischdeutsche Chrestomathie, 


Leipzig, 1X2), now puts tegether and collates with Mohammedan sources the 


legends about Adam (p. 54), Noah Cp. 7), Abrabam Cp. 80), Lot (Cp. 152), Isaae 
and Jacob (p. 1-41), Joseph (p. 148), Moses Cp. 152), Saul Cp. 185), and David 
and Solomon (p. 18). He has en Appendix on the legends in the Jewish- 
German, Jewish-Spanish, and Spanish-Arabian literature. The English transla- 
tion of the Persian ‘Garden of Purity ” (or The Ranzat-us-safa ’) by Mir- 
khond, published as the first instalment: of the Oriental Translation Fund. 
(Royal Asiatic Society. 1801), may be mentioned here as a very usefulaid to 
students of Mohammedan legendary lore. <A large part of the latter literature 
deals with the Bible, curiously reversing some of the dearest conceits of the 
Jewish Hagada, | 


Two books of some Jewish interest have lately appeared in Cambridge 


The “Testament of Abraham” (Cambridge University Press, 1532), and The 


Gospel according to Peter, and the Revelation of Peter’ (///.). are their titles 
Mr. M. R. James, of King’s College, has ably edited the first from the Greek 


text ; the Testament,” thougn partly ethical, isin the main apoealyptical in» 


character. “The Gospel and Revelation of Peter,’ are dealt withalso by Mr. James 
and by the Rev. J. Armitage Robinson. This latter detives importance from its 
antiquity, and is therefore an interesting dis:overy. Intrinsically. it is very 
disappointing; its tone is gruesome, for it piles up the horrors of sinners in 
hell somewhat too unctuously. No doubt Jewish parallels can be found for 
most points, and this part of tle case will surely soon ke investigated. But 
though the parallels certainly exist in large number, somehow the Jewish 
versions of these tortures are not marked by the cold, nay, almost calculated 
cruelty shown in this Revelation of Peter.’ There is in the parallels a play- 
fulness and lightness of touch which relieves the ‘strain. One cansee in this 
* Revelation ’ the source of a good deal of the dismalness of certain schools of 
Christian theology. 


The third volume of Wiinsche and Winter's “ Die Jiidische Litteratur”’ 
(Trier, Sigmund Mayer, 1893), has been commenced. Dr, Sulzbacb, the author 
of a pretty little book, * Dichterkliinge aus Spaniens besseren Tagen” (Frank- 
furt-on-Main, 1873), gives some excellent specimens of Jewish religious poetry 
in German translation, The introductions, necessarily brief, are strikingly fresh.

JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


Mr. A. Lazarus, B.A.,one of the students of Jews’ College, read a paper on 
rT Alecharizi,”’ ata meeting of the Literary Society, on Sunday evening. Mr. 
Israel Abrahams, M.A., presided, | 

Mr. Lazarus said that the vears of Charizi’s life, 1170-1230, tallied very 
nearly with those which measure the reign of Alfonzo the Noble, who ruled with 
mild and beneficent sway the province of Christian Castile. It would be pleasant 
to believe that Alfonzo was really a perfectly disinterested champion of 
religious tolerance, or even that he was prudent to see his own interest and that 
of his peopte in the favour accorded to the Jews. For the Jews were always 
foremost in practical patriotism, supplying the king with the sinews of war. 
pouring their riches into his bankrupt exchequer. During the struggle with the 
Moors, it was mainly through the public spirit and material assistance of the 
Jews that the enemy was repulsed. Toledo was Charizi’s adopted city, for most 
probably he came there asachild with some fugitive relations from Moorish 
Spain, From the tone and matter of his writings he seems to have been a widely 
read and well-informed man of a decidely critical turn of mind, a dabbler in 
philosophy, astrology and medicine, a close student of contemporary literary 
and political history, and a master of several languages. In his younger days, at 
least, Charizi is supposed to have been a man of aflluence and leisure, who 
devoted himself to study out of pure love, and it was only in his later days of 
altered fortunes that he wrote for gain, Like many other literary men in Spain 
he attempted to take up the neglected lyre of Jewish poesy and revive memories 


of the songs of Lbn Gabirol, Jehuda Halevi and Moses [bn Ezra, who, together’ 


with some lesser hghts, formed what has been justly ealled “The Golden Age 
of Jewish poetry.” Before the age of the Andalusian singers Jewish poetry 
had assumed a decidedly liturgical tone. Everything had been subordinated to 
the religious ideal, and whatever did not in some way or other serve this 
holy purpose was condemned as absolutely futile and valueless. But in the 
hands of the Andalusian poets,amongst whom C iarizi must always be reckoned, 
the Hebrew language became a wondrous instrument from which they could 
produce the most subtle and delieate effects tuning it now to express the storms 
of lofty passion, now the pangs of tender love, now to give utterance to a 
grand ideal of national glory, now to deplorea national disaster or denounce 
the fury of persecuting tyrants or the excesses of fanatic rage. Poetry began 
to be pursued by them as an independent aim for its own intrinsic beauty and 
the pleasure it never fails to give. Lastly a sharp dividing line was drawn 
between religious and secular produ tions by Whith both branches of literature 
reaped lasting benefits. Hitherto Jewish writers hia hemselves wich 
borrowing only the literary forms of their neghbours,

Marks for his kindness in superintending the Drawing Class, to his daughter, 
Miss Gertrude Marks, for valuable help rendered in imparting instruction in 
this subject; to Lady Magnus, Miss Aguilar and the Misses Lewis for 
imparting general instruction ; to Miss Edith Cohen, honorary teacher of cookery, 
all of whose pupils possed creditably the examination for which they were pre- 
sented ; and to Dr, Lewis Oppenheim, the Honorary Medical Officer. The 
Committee also record their appreciation of the work performed by the Head 
Master, Mr. S. J. Heilbron, and the whole of the staff. Classes for drill and 
physical training for both boys and girls are maintained, and technical instruc- 
tion 1s imparted to some of the lads. A Penny Savings Bank has been 


established, and during the past year £22 8s, “d., was received from 127 


depositors, who are children ot the School. For the fourth year in succession 
a pupil of the School gained a principal prize for one of the best essays awarded

same year Mr. Salaman made his mark asa pianist at Covent Garden Theatre. 
In 1833 Gust 60 years ago) he gave his first grand orchestral concert, and but 
three years later, in 183, he wrote his famous song, “I arise from Dreams of 
Thee.” Since then, as our readers need no reminder, Mr. Salaman has been a 
prolific composer of vocal and instrumental music, and has given to the Church 
as well as to the Synagogue some of its most devotional music. Indeed, the 
favourite Anthem at Westminster Abbey is Mr. Salaman’s setting of the 8it 
Psalm, written originally for the Service of the Reform Synagogue. His 
* Hebrew Love Song ” is one of the most popular of his more recent composi- 
tions. | 

Mr. Salaman has been on terms of friendship with most of the older school 
of composers of European tame. He personally knew Mendelssohn, Schumann, 
Chopin, Thalberg, Liszt and others; and till about fifteen years ago, when his 
health compelled'him to retire from the active duties of his profession, he was 
in the van of musical affairs in this country. He is probably the last personal 


link of any note with the great musical movement of the first quarter of this 
century.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN GERMANY. 


Bertiy, Fepruary 24.—Ahblwardt, the notorious anti-Semitic agitator, was 
released to-day on the completion of the term of imprisonment for libel he 
was undergoing in Plitzsensee Gaol when the electors of Arnswalde Freideberg 
returned him by an overwhelming majority to represent them in the Imperial 
Diet, Parliamentary immunity from processes of law will now protect him until 
the end of the Session, when his appeal against the judgment passed upon him in 
connection with the “Jewish Rifles’ pamphlet will come on for decision. The 
anti-Semite party naturally improved the occasion to organise a demonstration 
in honour of the released sutferer. Dr. Hertwig, the unsuccessful candidate for 
Liegnitz, and Herr Werner, one of the anti-Semitic members of the Diet, 
delivered the usual inflammatory orations, and Ahlwardt declared, amidst the 
cheers of his followers, that he was fully prepared to forfeit his liberty again 
and again if he could only hasten Germany's deliverance from the loathsome 
plague of Judaism. The North German Gazwtte roundly lectures its Conservative 
friends on the result of the Liegnitz election. “ Whatelse,” it inquires, “ could 
be logically expected ? The Conservatives were bound to be swamped by the 
anti-Semitic torrent as soon as they left open the gates, instead of opposing the 
strength of their historical convictions to the paltry temptation of coquetting 
with a movement of an essentially revolutionary character.” —Zimcs,
